tne Prince de Santa Croce, who had confented to flay 
with the Populace as a Hoilage. : 

The Rioters having thus obtained all that they ce- 
manded, feparated, and 12 of their Leaders accom- 
pany’d the Prince and the Marquis over the Bridge of 
Quatre Capi, where they took their Leave of them. 
‘Tne Inhabitants of the other Quaries of the City being 
informed of the Suceefs of the Negotiation of their 
Brethren, feparated in like manner, and there is now 
a general Tranquility ; but ’tis feared it will not latt; 
for Yelterday the. Spaniards killed a Man at Ponte 
Mole, becaufe hewwou'd not lift; and the Inhabitants 
of Perufa have. taken Arms and ertewe ce An om 
to quit their Neighbourhood. On the other hand, Car- 
dinal Acquaviva, who has difpatch’d two Couriers to 
Naples, one to the Duke de Mom:emar, and one to 
Madrid, with the Particulars of this Tumult, threatens 
to take a fevere Revenge for this Infult on the King 
his Mafter, in the Perfons of his Minifters, and his 
Soldiers, and on his Palace. Lhe 

The Pope, who has publifhed a Decres, prohibiting 
the imprefiing of Men either in this City or Territory, 
made an Example of one of the Prefs Gang 3 Days 
ago, who was a Native of Rome: He was carry'd 
thro’ the chief Quarters of the City, riding upon an 
Afs, whipp’d at ali the Crofs-ways, and then fent for 
10 Years co the Gallies. 

The Governor of this City, with his Guards, went 
one Day lay Week to beg Pardon of the Count de 
Harrach, the Emperor's Minifler, for the late Iniult at 
the Ring, upon M. Donghi, a Captain in the Emperor's 
Service. He made the Apology 


Perfons well-affeéted to the Houfe of Auftria. The 
Son of the Fifcal of Rome, who was the Occafion of 
the Infult, has been turned out of all bis Employments. 
‘The Indiétment entered againit Capt. hi was torn 
in Pieces. The Serjeant who committed [nfult, is 
committed to Prifon and the 13 Bailiffs that attended 
him are fent to the Gallies. 

P.S. It was well for the Rioters that they were 
flopped by the Pope’s Tr when they were forcing 
their Way to the Palace of Spain, where they would 
have found 200 Foot Soldiers and 500 Grenadiers, 
who would probably have given them a warm Recep- 
tion. We don’t hear of above 9 Perfons killed in all 
this Riot, tho” the Number of the Wounded is much 
greater. The Pope’s Secretary of State has been with 
Cardinal Acquaviva, to defre him to prevail with the 
Courts of Madrid and Naples not to refent what has 
pafled, fince the Government bas done every thing in 
its Power 0 prevent and fupprefé the Tumult.
